“We are heartbroken to 
share that we’ve received 
confirmation that Kayla 
Jean Mueller, has lost her 
life,” Mueller's parents, Carl 
and Marsha Mueller, said in 
a statement released ear¬ 
lier. “Kayla was a compas¬ 
sionate and devoted hu¬ 


manitarian. She dedicated 
the whole of her young life 
to helping those in need 
of freedom, justice, and 
peace." 

President Barack Obama 
said Mueller, who assisted 
humanitarian organizations 
working with Syrian refu¬ 


gees, “epitomized all that is 
good in our world.” 

“No matter how long it 
takes, the United States will 
find and bring to justice the 
terrorists who are respon¬ 
sible for Kayla's captivity 
and death,” the president 
said.Q

PRESCOTT, Ariz. (AP) — The 

small Arizona town where 
Kayla Jean Mueller grew 
up began gathering in 
grief Tuesday upon learn¬ 
ing that the 26-year-old aid 
worker who traveled the 
world on a quest to help 
others died while in the 
hands of Islamic State mili¬ 
tants. 

A small memorial on the 
courthouse plaza be¬ 
gan to grow rapidly as 
word spread that Muel¬ 
ler’s death had been con¬ 
firmed. 

The Islamic State group re¬ 
ported Friday that Muller, 
whose 18-month captivity 
had largely been kept se¬ 
cret in an effort to save her, 
had died in a recent Jorda¬ 
nian airstrike targeting the 
militants. On Tuesday, her 
parents and U.S. officials 
said they were now certain 
of her death, although of¬ 
ficials said they could not 
confirm how she died. 
“What a fine, fine woman 
and a tribute to Prescott," 


said 15-year resident Tina 
Nemeth. “It's just so sad, it 
really is, and everyone feels 
exactly the same. It's a 
shock it hit Prescott. We’re 
not that big of a town.” 

The former territorial capi¬ 
tal of Arizona has only re¬ 
cently begun to recover 
from a devastating 2013 
wildfire that claimed the 
lives of 19 members of an 
elite firefighting squad. 
Stickers featuring the fire 
crew’s logo and bearing 
the number “19” are still 
fixed to vehicles all around 
the town of 40,000 people. 
The mountain town’s pic¬ 
turesque courthouse lawn 
is still recognizable to some 
outsiders as the site of the 
dramatic martial-arts fight 
scene in the 1971 film “Billy 
Jack." 

On Tuesday, it was filled 
with members of the me¬ 
dia waiting to hear from 
Mueller’s family, which lives 
about 10 minutes away at 
the end of a winding dirt 
road. Sheriff’s deputies 
have blocked the road 
since Friday.

BOSTON (AP) — A relent¬ 
less storm that dumped 
deep snow on parts of the

To make matters worse, 
forecasters said much of 
New England is on track to 
get more snow Thursday 
and into the Friday morn¬ 


ing commute. 

Boston-area subways, trol¬ 
leys and commuter rail 
trains ground to Monday 
evening and were sched¬ 
uled to remain idle on Tues¬ 
day. Hundreds of flights 
were canceled at New 
England airports. Officials 
at Boston’s Logan Inter¬ 
national Airport said they 
hoped normal passenger 
service would resume by 
midday Tuesday. 

A 60-year-old man who 
had just finished work at a 
supermarket bakery died 
after being struck in a park¬ 
ing lot by a private snow 
plowing truck. 
Massachusetts environ¬ 
mental officials gave cities 
and towns with no place 
else to put accumulating 
snow the green light to 
dump some into the ocean 
or other bodies of water if 
necessary. □

Man charged with murder in Virginia student's death

CHARLOTTESVILLE, Virginia 
(AP) — The man already 
charged with the abduc¬ 
tion of a University of Virgin¬ 
ia student who was missing 
for weeks before her body 
was discovered has been 
indicted on a count of first- 
degree murder in the case, 
law enforcement officials 
said Tuesday. 

Jesse Matthew Jr., 33, was 
indicted on the murder 
charge Monday, Albe¬ 
marle County prosecutor 
Denise Lunsford said at a 
news conference. Mat¬ 
thew already was charged 
with abduction with intent 
to defile in the case. British- 
born Hannah Graham, 18, 
disappeared in Septem¬ 
ber and was found dead 
in Albemarle County a few 
weeks later. 

Lunsford declined to say 
why Matthew was not 
charged with the higher 
count of capital murder, 
which would have carried 
a possible sentence of the 
death penalty. The abduc¬ 
tion and first-degree mur¬ 
der charges are punish¬ 
able by up to life in prison. 
Matthew also faces two 
counts of reckless driving in 
the case. 


The indictments were one 
sentence each and did 
not offer any details on the 
charges. 

Police have said forensic 
evidence also links Mat¬ 
thew to the 2009 disap¬ 
pearance and death of 
20-year-old Virginia Tech 
student Morgan Har¬ 
rington, whose body also 
was found in the county. 
Lunsford said “there are no 
pending charges” against 
Matthew in the Harrington 
case. 

“The simple fact is the case 
involving Hannah Graham 
was ready to be charged 
first," she said. 

Graham vanished after a 
night out with friends Sept. 
12. According to police, 
she left an off-campus 
party alone and texted a 
friend saying she was lost. 

In surveillance video, she 
can be seen walking un¬ 
steadily and even running 
at times, past a pub and 
a service station and then 
onto a seven-block strip 
of bars, restaurants and 
shops. Another video cap¬ 
tured her leaving a restau¬ 
rant with Matthew, who 
had an arm around her. 
Graham’s disappearance 
prompted a monthlong 
search involving thousands 


NYC officer indicted in killing 
of unarmed man in stairwell

NEW YORK (AP) — A rookie 
police officer who fired into 
a darkened stairwell at a 
Brooklyn public housing 
complex, accidentally kill¬ 
ing a man who had been 
waiting for an elevator, has 
been indicted in the death, 
a lawyer Tuesday. Officer 
Peter Liang will appear in 
court Wednesday in the 
shooting death of 28-year- 
old Akai Gurley, according 
to Peter Rynecki, an attor¬ 
ney representing Gurley’s 
family. The charges against 
Liang weren't immediately 
clear. “This is the first step 
for justice,” Rynecki said. 
The shooting occurred 
Nov. 20 in the weeks be¬ 
fore the decision on Staten 
Island not to indict an offi¬ 
cer in the police chokehold 
death of Eric Garner. The 
move sparked mass pro¬ 


tests and calls for reform of 
the grand jury system. 
Patrick J. Lynch, head of Li¬ 
ang’s union, said Liang de¬ 
serves due process. 

“The fact the he was as¬ 
signed to patrol one most 
dangerous housing proj¬ 
ects in New York City must 
be considered among the 
circumstances of this tragic 
accident,” Lynch said. 
Liang and his rookie part¬ 
ner were patrolling the 
Louis Pink Houses, a pub¬ 
lic housing development, 
in Brooklyn’s gritty East 
New York when the officer 
apparently accidentally 
discharged his weapon. 
Gurley had been standing 
with a woman on a differ¬ 
ent floor, and after waiting 
for an elevator that didn't 
come, he started walking 
down the stairs. Gurley was 
struck and killed, police 
said.Q

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Most senior US senator, to skip Netanyahu speech

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

The U.S. Senate's most se¬ 
nior lawmaker said Tues¬ 
day he will skip the Israeli 
prime minister’s speech to 
Congress next month on 
Iran, calling the invitation 
by Republicans without 
White House consultation a 
“tawdry and high-handed 
stunt.” 

Sen. Patrick Leahy, a 42- 
year veteran, joined a half 
dozen Democrats who 
have decided to boycott 
Benjamin Netanyahu's 
speech, which comes in 


middle of delicate nego¬ 
tiations involving the Unit¬ 
ed States, Western powers 
and Iran over its nuclear 
program. Republican 
House Speaker John Boeh- 
ner invited Netanyahu to 
address a joint meeting of 
Congress on March 3. 

“The unfortunate way that 
House leaders have unilat¬ 
erally arranged this, and 
then heavily politicized it, 
has demolished the poten¬ 
tial constructive value of 
this joint meeting,” Leahy 
said in a statement. “They 
have orchestrated a taw¬ 
dry and high-handed stunt 


that has embarrassed not 
only Israel but the Con¬ 
gress itself.” Democrats 
have complained that the 
speech is an affront to Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama, who 
has said he will not meet 
with Netanyahu when he 
visits the United States and 
who said Monday that he 
has “very real differences” 
with the Israeli leader over 
Iran and sanctions. 

Vice President Joe Biden 
also will miss the speech, 
citing unspecified travel 
plans. Boehner has defend¬ 
ed the invitation.

Job openings rise to

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

number of available jobs 
posted by U.S. employers 
rose in December to the 
highest level in 14 years, a 
sign recent strong job gains 
will likely continue. Employ¬ 
ers also filled more jobs 
and more employees quit, 
two additional signs of an 
improving labor market. 
Job openings rose 3.7 per¬ 
cent to a seasonally ad¬ 
justed 5 million, the Labor 
Department said Tuesday. 
That is the most since Janu¬ 
ary 2001. Total hires also in¬ 
creased 1.9 percent to 5.1 
million, the most in more 
than seven years. 

The number of quits rose 
2.1 percent to 2.7 million. 
More quits are a sign of 
confidence in the econo¬ 
my, because people typi¬ 
cally quit when they have 
another job lined up, usu¬ 
ally at higher pay, or are 
optimistic that they can 
find a new position. 


More openings are usu¬ 
ally followed by greater 
hiring. Businesses appear 
increasingly confident that 
the economy will continue 
to improve and are seek¬ 
ing more staff to meet 
stronger demand. 

“Job openings continue 
to rocket,” said Ian Shep- 
herdson, chief economist 
at Pantheon Macroeco¬ 
nomics. “Wage gains will 
follow.” 

The figures echo last week’s 
jobs report, which showed 
that businesses are hiring 
workers at a robust pace 
and even paying more 
to attract them. Employ¬ 
ers added 257,000 jobs in 
January, and wages rose 
at the fastest one-month 
pace in six years. 

Hiring has accelerated 
in the past three months 
to the fastest pace since 
1997. Employers have add¬ 
ed more than 1 million jobs 
just since November. 

Those figures are a net total 
of job gains or losses. Tues-

day’s data on job open¬ 
ings is from the Job Open¬ 
ings and Labor Turnover 
survey, or JOLTS, which 
provides a more detailed 
look at the job market than 
the monthly employment 
report. It also includes fig¬ 
ures for total hiring, as well 
as the number of quits and 
layoffs. 

The step-up in hiring has 
encouraged many Ameri¬ 
cans to start looking for 
work. More than 700,000 
people began searching 
for jobs in January, the most 
in six years. Not all found 
work, lifting the number of 


unemployed and pushing 
the unemployment rate to 
5.7 percent from 5.6 per¬ 
cent. 

There are now just 1.7 un¬ 
employed workers, on av¬ 
erage, for each available 
job. That’s back to pre¬ 
recession levels and down 
from a peak of 6.7 in July 
2009, after the recession 
ended. 

That ratio suggests em¬ 
ployers may soon need to 
offer more pay to attract 
workers. Average hourly 
wages rose 0.5 percent in 
January, the jobs report 
said, the most in six years. 


Still, in the past 12 months, 
average pay rose just 2.2 
percent. That’s below the 
3.5 percent level that is 
consistent with a strong 
economy. 

There are always some 
open jobs even in a de¬ 
pressed economy. Job 
vacancies fell to 2.1 million 
in July 2009, the lowest in 
the 14 years the data has 
been tracked. 

Vacancies have soared 29 
percent in the past year, 
a sizzling pace. That raises 
questions about why they 
aren’t being filled more 
quickly.Q 
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Fighting intensifies in eastern Ukraine ahead of peace talks

SARTANA, Ukraine (AP) — 

Fighting intensified Tuesday 
in eastern Ukraine as pro- 
Russia rebels and Ukrainian 
troops sought to extend 
their gains ahead of cru¬ 
cial peace talks, and the 
government accused the 
separatists of shelling a 
town far behind the front 
lines, killing 12 people and 
wounding scores. 

Germany, which has joined 
with France to try to broker 
a peace deal, urged Rus¬ 
sia and Ukraine to com¬ 
promise and called on the 
warring parties to refrain 
from hostilities that could 
derail a four-way summit 
Wednesday in Minsk, Be¬ 
larus. 

Ukrainian President Petro 
Poroshenko said the talks 
were "one of the last” op¬ 


portunities for ending the 
fighting that has killed more 
than 5,300 people since 
April. 

Poroshenko told parlia¬ 
ment in Kiev that the sepa¬ 
ratists launched a rocket 
strike Tuesday on the town 
of Kramatorsk, more than 
30 miles (50 kilometers) 
from the nearest front line, 
hitting a regional military 
command center with the 
first salvo and then striking 
a nearby residential area. 
Rebels denied any involve¬ 
ment in the attack and said 
it was a “provocation” by 
the Ukrainian authorities. 
Kramatorsk was the site 
of major fighting until July, 
when pro-Russian separat¬ 
ists retreated. 

The government-controlled 
Donetsk administration said 
12 people were killed by 
the barrage in Kramatorsk

and 64 were wounded, in¬ 
cluding 29 civilians. Photos 
on the local Donetskiye 
Novosti website showed an 
artillery shell embedded in 
the ground next to a resi¬ 
dential building and two 
bodies lying nearby. 

Further south, the volunteer 
Azov battalion, loyal to the 
government in Kiev, said on 
social media Tuesday that 
it captured several villages 
northeast of the strategic 
port of Mariupol, pushing 
the rebels closer to the bor¬ 
der with Russia. 

However, a rebel spokes¬ 
man, Eduard Basurin, in¬ 
sisted in a televised news 
conference that the rebels 


had not retreated. 

The pro-government volun¬ 
teers said rebels shelled the 
village of Kominternove, 
east of Mariupol, causing 
unspecified civilian casu¬ 
alties. An Associated Press 
reporter at a government 
checkpoint between there 
and Mariupol heard of 
fighting several miles away 
and saw two ambulances 
and four trucks carrying 
Ukrainian troops from the 
direction of Kominternove 
toward Mariupol. 

Oleksandr Turchynov, 
chairman of the Ukraini¬ 
an Security and Defense 
Council, visited the area 
Tuesday and said the gov¬ 


ernment offensive aimed 
to bolster the defenses of 
Mariupol and "protect ci¬ 
vilians from artillery strikes.” 
The rebels reported ad¬ 
vances, too. Basurin said 
they had surrounded the 
railway hub of Debaltseve, 
the focus of fierce fighting 
in the past weeks, cutting it 
off from a major highway. 
At least seven Ukrainian 
troops were killed over¬ 
night in the east, mili¬ 
tary spokesman Anatoliy 
Matyukhin said, while in 
the rebel stronghold of 
Donetsk, which faces fre¬ 
quent shelling, two civilians 
were reported killed and 12 
injured.Q 


Putin’s Egypt trip nets nuclear plant plan

CAIRO (AP) — Russian Pres¬ 
ident Vladimir Putin and his 
Egyptian counterpart said 
on Tuesday that the two 
countries plan to jointly 
build Egypt's first nuclear 
power plant, as well as 
boost trade relations and 
investments. 

Putin’s landmark two-day 
visit to Cairo, during which 


he was feted with much 
pomp and pageantry, 
came as Russia faces 
heightened tensions with 
Washington and the Euro¬ 
pean Union over Moscow’s 
backing of separatists in 
Ukraine. 

Both Putin and President 
Abdel-Fattah el-Sissi were 
eager to deepen a bi¬ 
lateral relationship unim¬ 
peded by foreign criticism, 
strengthening economic 


and military ties in part to 
show they have other op¬ 
tions available than work¬ 
ing with the West. 

The courting of Russia also 
puts Egypt, a decades- 
long U.S. ally, into a deli¬ 
cate balancing act with 
one of its main foreign 
backers, Saudi Arabia, 
which supports rebels fight¬ 
ing to overthrow a govern¬ 
ment that Moscow sup¬ 
ports in Syria’s civil war. 
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From Jordan base, UAE resumes airstrikes on Islamic State

The Emirates’ decision to 
launch fresh airstrikes from 
the kingdom after a more- 
than-monthlong hiatus 
was a strong show of sup¬ 
port for Western-allied Jor¬ 
dan, which has vowed a 
punishing response to the 


militants’ killing of one of its 
pilots. 

It also is likely to quiet con¬ 
cerns in Washington about 
the oil-rich Emirates' com¬ 
mitment to the fight. 

The seven-state federa¬ 
tion, which includes Abu 
Dhabi and Dubai, stopped 


conducting airstrikes late 
last year after Jordani¬ 
an Lt. Muath al-Kaseasbeh 
was captured when his 
plane crashed behind en¬ 
emy lines, according to 
American officials. Al-Kas¬ 
easbeh was later burned 
alive in a cage by the mili¬ 


tants. 

American defense offi¬ 
cials last week said they 
moved search-and-res- 
cue aircraft closer to the 
battlefield, helping ease 
allies’ concerns about the 
coalition’s ability to aid 
downed pilots.Q 
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Officials: US closing embassy in 
Yemen amid continued unrest

At DSK trial, prostitute says orgy was like ‘antiquity’

LILLE, France (AP) — Dis¬ 
graced former Interna¬ 
tional Monetary Fund boss 
Dominique Strauss-Kahn 
sat nonchalantly with fold¬ 
ed-arms and stretched 
legs Tuesday, before tell¬ 
ing a French court he was 
completely unaware that 
women who participated 
in orgies at luxury hotels in 
Paris and Washington were 
prostitutes. 

Saying he was simply a “lib¬ 
ertine who likes to party,” 
the 65-year-old Strauss- 
Kahn took the stand in Lille, 
accused alongside 13 co¬ 
defendants of aggravated 
pimping in connection with 
a sex ring centered on the 
city’s Hotel Carlton. 

They are accused of op¬ 
erating a prostitution ring 
out of luxury hotels in Paris, 
Washington, Lille and Brus¬ 


sels. 

One prostitute, who went 
by the name Jade, also 
testified — saying one 
scene evoked an ancient 
orgy. 

“It was like antiquity: a man 
spread out on a bed with 
many women around... 
There weren’t other men, 
so it wasn’t about be¬ 
ing a libertine. There was 
something that repulses 
me: the people and bod¬ 
ies blended together with¬ 
out condoms,” she said, 
acknowledging that she 
didn’t know who Strauss- 
Kahn was at the time. 

She told the court she only 
recognized him only later 
on, when he appeared on 
TV, and exclaimed: “That's 
him, but with his clothes 
on." 

The economist, known 
widely as DSK, faces up to 
10 years in prison and a 1.5 
million-euro ($1.7 million) 
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fine if convicted. 

The one-time French presi¬ 
dential hopeful, whose 
career was derailed by a 


New York, said he believed 
the women at these now- 
infamous orgies, which 
were held approximately 
every three months, were 
just part of “a group of 
friends.” 

In his first testimony since 
the trial began Feb. 2, 
Strauss-Kahn confidently 
reaffirmed his long-stand¬ 
ing defense that he didn't 
know what was legally 
referred to as the “prosti- 
tutional character" of the 
women who took part in 
the soirees. 

“I had a very hectic life. 


with just a few outlets for 
recreation, and these ses¬ 
sions were part of that,” 
Strauss-Kahn explained to 


He added that he “would 
have totally stopped par¬ 
ticipating in these soirees” 
if he’d known they were 
prostitutes. 

Another prostitute, called 
Mounia in court, testi¬ 
fied that while she never 
discussed payment with 
Strauss-Kahn, everyone 
involved knew she was a 
prostitute. “For me it was 
clear that I was there as a 
prostitute,” she said. 

The controversy surround¬ 
ing one of France’s most 
anticipated court cases in 
years was evident when 


three topless protesters 
from the provocative femi¬ 
nist group Femen disrupted 
Strauss-Kahn’s arrival, one 
jumping on his car hood. 
They were later detained 
by police. 

Two of Strauss-Kahn’s co¬ 
defendants testified Tues¬ 
day that they’d kept hid¬ 
den from Strauss-Kahn the 
fact that they’d hired pros¬ 
titutes for the orgies. “It was 
a secret between him and 
me,” Fabrice Paszkowski 
told the court, referring to 
fellow co-defendant David 
Roquet. 

The court has so far heard 
testimony from some of 
Strauss-Kahn’s fellow de¬ 
fendants, who include a 
Belgian brothel owner, lo¬ 
cal businessmen, a police 
officer and hotel staff ac¬ 
cused of organizing sex 
parties for Strauss-Kahn's 
benefit. 

It's not illegal to pay for sex 
in France, but it is against 
the law to solicit or to run a 
prostitution business. 
Prostitutes questioned in 
the case have said that 
between 2009 and 2011 
— when the IMF chief was 
dealing with a global fi¬ 
nancial crisis — Strauss- 
Kahn was organizing or¬ 
gies at luxury hotels in 
Paris, at a restaurant in the

New DNA found in mystery 
death probe in Argentina 


BUENOS AIRES, Argentina 
(AP) — Argentine investiga¬ 
tors said Tuesday they have 
found a second person’s 
DNA in the apartment where 
prosecutor Alberto Nisman 
was found dead and have 
called in a witness to check 
for a match. 

Nisman’s mysterious death 
came days after he pre¬ 
sented a report alleging that 
President Cristina Fernandez 
had conspired to protect 
Iranian officials implicated 
in the 1994 bombing of a 
Jewish community center in 
which 85 people died. Fer¬ 
nandez and Iran have de¬ 
nied the allegations. 

The statement released by 


the office of Judge Fabiana 
Palmaghini said she is call¬ 
ing in a person who visited 
Nisman the day before his 
body was found. She did not 
name him, but consultant 
Diego Lagomarsino has ac¬ 
knowledged visiting Nisman 
on Jan. 17. 

Conspiracy theories swirl 
around Nisman’s death, as 
well as the bombing, which 
has never been solved. 
Polls show many Argentines 
suspect officials had some 
hand in the death, while 
aides to President Cristina 
Fernandez have suggested 
he was killed as part of a 
plot to destabilize and bring 
down the government.^

But officials said trades 
would have to be made 
through authorized banks or 
exchange houses and only 
people with dollar-denom- 
inated bank accounts can 
take part. 

As it struggles with a cash 
crunch, the government has 
limited the dollars it auctions 
at any of the rates, andbusi- 
nesses say delays in getting 
money for imports has fed 
shortages. The exchange 
difficulties have driven 


people to an illegal paral¬ 
lel market. The new system 
announced Tuesday could 
allow greater access to dol¬ 
lars, but at a far higher price 
than legally possible before. 
Central Bank President Nel¬ 
son Merentes encouraged 
Venezuelans living outside 
the country to use the new 
system to send money back 
home. Analysts called the 
new system an effective 
devaluation, which most 
economists agree is needed 
on a larger scale to right the 
country’s economy, but also 
said the new system would 
likely be more tightly regulat¬

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico (AP) 

— A record 26.3 million peo¬ 
ple traveled to the Carib¬ 
bean last year and spent an 
unprecedented amount of 
money in what is considered 
the world’s most tourism-de¬ 
pendent region, officials said 
Tuesday. 

It is the fifth consecutive year 
that the Caribbean has re¬ 
ported an increase in tourists 
following an economic crisis 
that forced resorts to shut 
down and caused a drop in 
visitors and spending. 

Hugh Riley, the Caribbean 
Tourism Organization’s secre¬ 
tary general, said Caribbean 
tourism rose by 5.3 percent, 
while the worldwide tourism 
growth rate was 4.7 percent. 
Officials attributed the in¬ 
crease in part to improve¬ 
ments at airports around the 
region, the opening of new 
hotel chains and an increase 
in direct flights and airline 
seat capacity. 

The Dutch Caribbean saw 
the most growth, with Aruba 
for the first time reporting 
more than 1 million visitors. 
The Dominican Republic, 


Cuba and Jamaica also saw 
an unprecedented number 
of visitors. Smaller destina¬ 
tions including Haiti, St. Lucia 
and Belize reported a record 
number of stay-over arrivals. 
A surge in visitors from Can¬ 
ada, the U.S. and Europe 
helped set those records. 

“It tells us that stability is re¬ 
turning to the market,” said 
Richard Sealy, chairman of 
the Caribbean Tourism Orga¬ 
nization. 

Tourists overall spent more 
than $29 billion in the Carib¬ 
bean last year, an increase 
of more than $1 billion over 
the previous year. 

The region also welcomed 
nearly 24 million cruise ship 
passengers last year, an 8 
percent increase, though 
Winfield Griffith, the organiza¬ 
tion’s research director, said 
he expected “another shift 
away from the Caribbean as 
the cruise lines try to diversity 
their product” in 2015. 

Tourism officials also are 
keeping an eye on Cuba, 
with the island expected to 
attract far more tourists this 
year as relations between 
the U.S. and Cuba begin to 
thaw.Q 


Puerto Rico considers fining 
parents of obese children 


SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico 
(AP) — Legislators in Puer¬ 
to Rico are debating a bill 
that would fine parents of 
obese children up to $800 
if they don’t lose weight. 
The bill aims to improve 
children’s wellbeing and 
help parents make health¬ 
ier choices. Sen. Gilberto 
Rodriguez said in a state¬ 
ment issued Monday. 
Public hearings for the bill 
are scheduled to begin Fri¬ 
day. 

If approved, public school 
teachers would flag poten¬ 
tial obesity cases and refer 
them to a counselor or so¬ 
cial worker, depending on 


the severity of the case. 
Health Department offi¬ 
cials would then meet with 
the parents and determine 
whether the obesity is a 
result of bad eating hab¬ 
its or a medical condition. 
They also would create a 
diet-and-exercise program 
combined with monthly 
visits to ensure it’s being 
followed. 

After six months, officials 
would evaluate the child 
again, with parents pos¬ 
sibly facing between $500 
and $800 in fines if the situ¬ 
ation does not improve 
within another six months 
to a year.Q

Aruba, Paradise in the Caribbean 
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NFL concussion 
deal appears 
near, but 
concerns remain

PHILADELPHIA (AP) — The 

potential $1 billion settle¬ 
ment of NFL concussion 
claims appears very close 
to winning final approval 
from a federal judge, to 
the chagrin of critics who 
believe the plan remains 
murky or pays too little to 
struggling former players. 
Hours after Tom Brady led 
the New England Patriots 
to another Super Bowl title, 
the judge weighing the 
plan to cover some 20,000 
NFL retirees suggested only 
a few minor revisions. 
“There were no deal- 
breakers. There were 
tweaks,” said lawyer Craig 
Mitnick, who represents 
more than 1,000 ex-play¬ 
ers. He expects the lead 
players’ lawyers and NFL to 
resolve Senior U.S. District 
Judge Anita Brody’s con¬ 
cerns and revise the plan 
by her Friday deadline. 
Brody suggested that the 
awards include time spent 
in NFL Europe and other af¬ 
filiated leagues, and they 
cover brain-trauma deaths 
through the day the deal is 
finalized. 

Missing from her proposed 
fixes was any mention 
of the broader criticisms 
raised at a November fair¬ 
ness hearing. 

They include three key 
concerns:

— That the average pay¬ 
out of $190,00 for aging 
men struggling with Al¬ 
zheimer's disease or de¬ 
mentia is too low; 

— That the plan has too 
many variables to estimate 
what families should ex¬ 
pect, and decide to opt 
out or appeal; and 

— That there are no future 
payouts for what many call 
the “signature" scourge 
of football concussions — 
CTE, or chronic traumatic 
encephalopathy. 

“We have been screaming 
that CTE is the most serious 
... injury that will occur to 
these players over time,” 
Chicago lawyer Thomas 
Demetrio said last week. 
“The portion of the brain 
that controls our mood, our 
anger, suicidal tendencies 

— that's all gone (from fu¬ 
ture payouts). The NFL has 
gotten rid of it for all time.” 
Demetrio represents the 
family of the late Dave Du- 
erson, the popular Chica¬ 
go Bears safety who was 
found to have CTE after his 
2011 suicide. 

Currently, CTE can only be 
diagnosed after death, 
and has been found in the 
brains of dozens of con¬ 
cussed ex-athletes. How¬ 
ever, some scientists be¬ 
lieve there may be tests for 
the living within 10 years. 
The settlement would pay 
up to $4 million to the fami¬ 
lies of those who died with 
CTE between 2006 and, 
if the deal concludes this 
year, 2015. 

But there would be no 
award for future deaths 
involving CTE, to avoid “in- 
centivizing” suicide. And 
there’s no plan to include 
men with non-cognitive 
problems, such as depres¬ 
sion, rage and other mood 
disorders. 

“There's no solid scientific 
data that suggests those 
symptoms absolutely cor¬ 
relate with concussions,” 
Mitnick said. “You have to 
draw the line somewhere 
or the settlement becomes 
unfair to the NFL.” 

The settlement could pay 
out $1 billion over 65 years, 
including interest and $112 
million for potential lawyer 


fees, according to court fil¬ 
ings. 

All retirees would get base¬ 
line testing. And the NFL ex¬ 
pects some 6,000 men — or 
28 percent — to qualify for 
an award because of Al¬ 
zheimer’s disease or mod¬ 
erate dementia. 

The lawsuits accuse the 
league of hiding studies 
linking concussions to neu¬ 


rological problems for de¬ 
cades. However, the NFL 
has argued that, unless a 
settlement is reached, the 
cases should be heard in 
arbitration and not in court. 
“The thing that’s very dis¬ 
heartening, (with Brody’s 
order coming) the day af¬ 
ter the Super Bowl, the day 
after such a blatant show 
of extravagance, (that) so 


many people are going to 
be left out in the cold,” said 
Eleanor Perfetto of Annap¬ 
olis, Md., whose husband, 
Ralph Wenzel, had both Al¬ 
zheimer’s disease and CTE 
when he died in 2010. He 
had played for Pittsburgh 
and San Diego from 1966 
to 1973. He was 69 when 
he died, and had been ill 
for more than a decade. 


Perfetto, a health sciences 
professor at Johns Hopkins 
University, said the factors 
involved in the award grid, 
including the age of diag¬ 
nosis, are unfair and hard 
to calculate. 

“It's virtually impossible for 
(former players) and their 
families to figure out exact¬ 
ly what is being offered,” 
she said. □

year. Hormones, which if 
we do not learn to live with 
will have us, do things that 
we cannot understand. 

Carnival is an an¬ 
nual spring celebration of 
life found in many coun¬ 
tries of the world. By learn¬ 
ing about carnival, we can 
learn more about accept¬ 
ing and understanding oth¬ 
er cultures. Like anything in 
life, by understanding what 
is going on we can better 
take care of ourselves. 

We can read about 
the ancient Roman festi¬ 
val in honor of Bacchus as 
the best historical account 
of what originally went on 
during spring rites. The his¬ 
torical record reads that a 
great number of converts 
gave in to the free flowing 
wine. The festivities existed 
for provoking or exciting 
lustful, erotic participation 
among the participants, 
including all sort of unre¬ 


strained self-indulgent sexu¬ 
al behavior. 

Here in Aruba we 
have a saying that says, 
"What done while drunk 
does not count"; an unfor¬ 
tunate social excuse for 
not having to take respon¬ 
sibility for your actions. Sev¬ 
eral people partying in the 
streets will drink themselves 
to the point of Alcohol Poi¬ 
soning, which is an acute 
medical emergency. Pass¬ 
ing out is not always just 
sleeping it off. 

How can you tell 
if someone is about to be¬ 
come a victim of alcohol 
poisoning and if they are 
what can you do to help? 
The signs and symptoms of 
alcohol poisoning is a per¬ 
son who is unconscious or 
semi-consciousness and has 
slow respiration (breaths) of 
eight or less per minute or 
lapses between breaths of 
more than eight seconds; 
often they will have cold, 
clammy, pale or bluish skin. 
In the event of alcohol poi¬ 
soning, fhis will most likely be 
accompanied by a strong 
odor of alcohol. 

If you encounter a 
person who exhibits one 
or more of the signs and 
symptoms, CALL 911. While 
waiting for help to arrive, 
gently turn the intoxicated 
person on his/her side and 
maintain that position by 
placing a pillow in the small 
of the person’s back. This 
is important to prevent as¬ 
piration (choking) should 
the person vomit. Stay with 
the person until medical 
help arrives. If a person ap¬ 
pears to be "sleeping it off” 
it is important to realize that 


even though a person may 
be semi-conscious, alco¬ 
hol already in the stomach 
may continue to enter the 
bloodstream and circulate 
throughout the body. The 
person’s life may still be 
in danger. If you are hav¬ 
ing difficulty in determin¬ 
ing whether an individual 
is acutely intoxicated, con¬ 
tact a first aid provider im¬ 
mediately—the victim can¬ 
not afford for you to guess. 

With all this alcohol 
and dancing for many it 
equals sexual activity. The 
many underage girls who 
were impregnated last year 
during Carnival do have to 
live with the consequences, 
as do the "children of chil¬ 
dren.” Besides pregnancies, 
unprotected sex provides 
the risk for sexually trans¬ 
mitted diseases. AIDS is still 
a major public health con¬ 
cern in spite of all the public 
education campaigns. 

While you are par¬ 
tying in the streets, alcohol 
consumption, dancing and 
sun ads up to dehydration 
that has three stages of 
medical emergency. Dehy¬ 
dration sets in because the 
alcohol uses much body 
water and you are also 
loosing much water through 
perspiration as your body 
tries to keep cool. Only 
water or apple juice will re¬ 
plenish your body’s water 
reserves. Fruit juice or car¬ 
bonated soft drinks do not 
help any to replenish your 
body's water. If no water is 
consumed the dehydration 
leads to heat cramps where 
cramping of muscles of the 
abdomen, legs, and arms 
take place. People with 


heat cramps are pale, have 
moist clammy skin, and rap¬ 
id shallow breathing. There 
is still time to cool off and 
drink water to help correct 
the problem. Unfortunate¬ 
ly, if not addressed the last 
stage of dehydration is a 
life threatening heat stroke. 
A victim presents with 
red flushed skin. The per¬ 
son might or might not be 
sweating. Their pulse is rapid 
and as their temperature 
continues to rise above 105 
F degrees they will appear 
disoriented and confused; 
before they lose conscious¬ 
ness; throwing water, beer, 
any cool liquid on them, to 
cool them down as quickly 
as possible helps. One af¬ 
ternoon of becoming dehy¬ 
drated can take weeks to 
recover. 

Do not forget your 
ears. Some of these music 
wagons have sound deci¬ 
bels well in the range that 
causes ear damage. Ear¬ 
plugs, especially for children 
are a good idea. In your 
Healthy Carnival Kit, many 
given out free by public 
health and local charities, 
sunscreen should also be 
included. You know what 
I think about all the drugs 
that will be available. 

Danc¬ 
ing in the streets with togeth¬ 
erness of those around you 
can be fun. Leaving work 
and worries behind can be 
relaxing, and dancing is 
great exercise. Throughout 
the many weeks of festivities 
and after the party, we are 
here to remind you to eat 
well, which may include at 
least a natural multi-vitamin 
or other supplementation 


for stress and energy. Be 
smart and use protection 
in this time of sexual libera¬ 
tion and above all, stay well 
hydrated. We are here to 
help you increase energy, 
control cravings, and re¬ 
cover safely and as quickly 
as possible.q

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Flipboard magazines not just for mobile anymore

PALO ALTO, Calif. (AP) — 

Smartphones and tablets 
have been pushing the 
personal computer aside, 
thanks in part to popular 
apps made by mobile- 
first entrepreneurs like Flip- 
board CEO Mike McCue. 
But the desktop's definite¬ 
ly not dead. 

In fact, it’s the mode of 
choice for many readers, 
especially during busi¬ 
ness hours. McCue plans 
to capitalize on that with 
Tuesday's launch of a 
Web browser version of 
Flipboard’s digital maga¬ 
zine service. Until now. Flip- 
board’s 15 million maga¬ 
zines could only be read 
through a mobile app. 
“There is a whole group of 
people who don’t do that 
much browsing on their 
phones. That's what they 
use their computer for,” 
McCue said during an in¬ 
terview at Flipboard's Palo 
Alto, California, head¬ 
quarters. 

Besides winning new con¬ 
verts with the expanded 
access, McCue is also 
hoping many of Flip- 
board’s 50 million existing 
users will visit the service 
more frequently now that 
it’s on PCs. 

PC sales have been in 
a slump for the past two 
years, though there have 
been recent signs the 
worst of the decline is 
over. Meanwhile, sales 
of mobile devices are still 
surging despite a recent 
slowdown in the tablet 
market. Worldwide PC 
shipments declined 2 per¬ 
cent last year to about 
309 million machines while 
smartphone sales climbed 
28 percent to 1.3 billion 
devices and tablet sales 
increased 4 percent to 
230 million, according to 
the research firm Interna¬ 
tional Data Corp. 


All but a few of the maga¬ 
zines in Flipboard are free. 
They are created through 
links culled from users’ 
social media accounts 
or put together by other 
Flipboard users interested 
in sharing their interests 
and expertise with other 
readers, as well as profes¬ 
sional publishers trying to 
expand their digital audi¬ 
ences. Flipboard lists the 
magazines under 34,000 
different topics. 

Flipboard was originally 
designed for tablets, but 
smartphones now ac¬ 
count for about 70 per¬ 
cent of user activity, 
McCue said. That figure 
seems likely to change 
now that it’s been tai¬ 
lored for the desktop. PCs 
remain the most popular 
way to access Internet 
services during the week¬ 
days when most people 
are at work, with smart¬ 
phones running second, 
according to data from 
comScore Inc. It isn’t until 
the evening when tab¬ 
lets become the leading 
Internet-connected de¬ 
vice, with peak usage oc¬ 
curring around 8 p.m. to 9 
p.m. 

Flipboard isn’t the only 
popular mobile app mak¬ 
ing the leap to the PC in 
search of new users and 
deeper engagement. 
Last month, Facebook’s 
mobile messaging service 
WhatsApp offered a ver¬ 
sion for Web browsers, 
although a user's smart¬ 
phone must be on and 
online for the syncing to 
work. The trend reflects 
a growing realization 
among mobile-focused 
apps that they can’t ig¬ 
nore PCs if they want to 
connect with users as 
much as possible, said 
Forrester Research analyst 
Frank Gillett. “It doesn’t 
make sense to users if they 
up show up to a service 


on a PC and get ignored, 
but get all this magic if 
you show up on a mobile 
device.” 

Flipboard’s Web browser 
version, built over the past 
18 months, is designed 
to detect and automati¬ 
cally adjust to the differ¬ 
ent screen sizes of PCs. 
The largest canvas of PC 
screens allows Flipboard 
to rearrange the way the 
content appears on desk¬ 
tops so compelling pic¬ 
tures are showcased in 
bigger sizes and different 
layouts than on a smart¬ 
phone, or even a tablet. 
For now, the magazine 
pages on Flipboard's 
PC version are scrolled 
through with a mouse in¬ 
stead of flipped through 
with a touch as on the 
mobile apps. 

Coming to the PC fulfills 
McCue’s original vision 
for Flipboard when he 
came up with the idea 
in 2009 shortly after leav¬ 
ing Tellme, a voice-rec¬ 


ognition service that he 
started and eventually 
sold to Microsoft for $800 
million. After concluding 
that Web browsers and 
chips at that time were 
too clunky to produce 
digital magazines that 
ooked as snazzy as print 


editions, McCue and Flip- 
board co-founder Evan 
Doll turned their attention 
to the iPad before moving 
on to smartphones. “Our 
users sitting in front of their 
PCs can finally stop won¬ 
dering why they can’t use 
Flipboard,” McCue said.C 
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Stocks advance on earnings, possible Greece deal

NEW YORK (AP) — A mix 

of positive earnings and 
corporate news boosted 
stocks on Tuesday. Signs 
that Greece might be will¬ 
ing to broker a deal with 
its creditors also gave the 
market a lift. 

Coca-Cola rose after the 
company reported a bet- 
ter-than-expected quar¬ 
terly profit. General Motors 
gained after an activist in¬ 
vestor said he would seek 
a seat on the company’s 
board and push for a stock 
buyback. Apple passed 
another milestone, becom¬ 
ing the first U.S. company 
to be valued at more than 
$700 billion. 

Stock investors have had a 
bumpy ride since the start 
of the year. 

The market slumped in 
January as the ongoing 
drop in oil prices hit energy 
stocks and amid worries 
about the prospects for 
global growth. Stocks have 
bounced back in February 
as energy stocks rose from 
their lows and on signs that 
the U.S. economy is main¬ 
taining its recovery. On 
Tuesday, stocks logged a 
solid gain even after a big 
drop in oil prices pushed 
the energy sector lower. 
“The economic data is 
coming in OK, and when 
you delve into the big pic¬ 
ture of the earnings reports, 
they're not bad,” said Rob¬ 
ert Pavlik, Chief Investment 
Strategist at Boston Private 
Wealth. “People want to 
be in the market when it 


starts to go back up." 

The Standard & Poor's 500 
index rose 21.85 points, or 
1.1 percent, to 2,068.59. The 
Dow Jones industrial aver¬ 
age gained 139.55 points. 


or 0.8 percent, to 17,868.76. 
The Nasdaq composite 
rose 61.63 points, or 1.3 per¬ 
cent, to 4,787.64. 

Investors were encouraged 
by signs that a deal could 
be reached between 
Greece and its lenders. The 
nation's new prime minister 
voiced confidence Mon¬ 
day that a compromise 
can be reached at high- 
stakes meetings in coming 
days. 

Greece's stocks and bonds 


have taken a drubbing this 
year after the radical left- 
led government renewed 
a pledge to seek debt for¬ 
giveness and dubbed the 
country’s rescue package. 


with its conditions of strict 
austerity, a “toxic fantasy." 
“There's a growing sense 
that the two sides in the 
negotiations may be mov¬ 
ing toward some compro¬ 
mise," said Quincy Krosby, 
a market strategist at Pru¬ 
dential Financial. 

Energy stocks took a hit on 
Tuesday after the Interna¬ 
tional Energy Agency said 
that the recent rebound in 
oil prices “will be compara¬ 
tively limited in scope.” An¬ 


alysts at Citigroup said the 
upturn would likely to prove 
short-lived and predicted 
that rising inventory costs 
could push the price as low 
as $20 a barrel. 


Oil dropped more than 5 
percent, erasing three days 
of gains. Benchmark U.S. 
crude fell $2.84 to close at 
$50.02 a barrel in New York. 
Brent crude, a benchmark 
for international oils used 
by many U.S. refineries, fell 
$1.91 to close at $56.43 in 
London. 

Among individual stocks, 
Coca-Cola was one of the 
day’s winners after report¬ 
ing a better-than-expect- 
ed quarterly profit. □ 


Specialty drugs 
help CVS meet 
its 4Q forecast

CVS Health’s fourth-quar¬ 
ter earnings climbed more 
than 4 percent in a per¬ 
formance that matched 
Wall Street expectations 
even though the pharma¬ 
cy chain's decision to quit 
tobacco sales delivered 
an anticipated blow to its 
drugstore business. 

The Woonsocket, Rhode 
Island, company said Tues¬ 
day that growing demand 
for expensive specialty 
drugs helped increase rev¬ 
enue from its pharmacy 
benefits management, or 
PBM, business nearly 22 
percent in the quarter to 
$23.9 billion. That easily 
countered a 7.2 percent 
drop in revenue from the 
front end of its established 
drugstores, or the area out¬ 
side the pharmacy. 

CVS Health runs the na¬ 
tion’s second-largest drug¬ 
store chain, with 7,800 lo¬ 
cations, and one of the 
biggest PBM operations. 
The company drew na¬ 
tional attention last year 
with its decision to phase 
out tobacco sales from its 
stores, a move the chain 
completed by September, 
when it also changed its 
corporate name from CVS 
Caremark. 

The company said last 
fall that the move would 
cut earnings by between 
7 cents and 8 cents per 
share. □

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Net Neutrality Rules 



Obama the Theologian

In 2009, President Barack Obama 
nominated Julius Genachowski, a 
trusted friend who had acted as 
candidate Obama’s technology 
adviser, to be the chairman of the 
Federal Communications Com¬ 
mission. They both firmly believed 
in the importance of net neutral¬ 
ity, in which Internet service pro¬ 
viders, or ISPs, would not be able 
to give one website an advan¬ 
tage over another, or allow com¬ 
panies to pay to get into a “fast 
lane” ahead of competitors. That 
was the surest way to allow inno¬ 
vation to flourish, they believed. 
To Genachowski and his staff, cre¬ 
ating net-neutrality protections 
meant reclassifying components 
of broadband Internet service 
from lightly regulated “informa¬ 
tion services” to more highly regu¬ 
lated “telecommunications ser¬ 
vices.” This would subject ISPs like 
Comcast and Verizon to certain 
“common carrier” regulations 
under Title II of the 1934 Commu¬ 
nications Act. But, according to 
The Wall Street Journal, Larry Sum¬ 
mers, who was then Obama’s di¬ 
rector of the National Economic 
Council, blocked this effort, fear¬ 
ful of “overly heavy-handed 
approaches to net neutrality” 
that could be detrimental to the 
economy. 

So instead, in December 2010, the 
FCC unveiled net-neutrality pro¬ 
tections even while retaining the 
old “information services” classifi¬ 
cation. Many FCC staff members 
knew this was a riskier approach; 
after all, an earlier attempt by 
the agency to censure Comcast 
for violating net-neutrality prin¬ 
ciples had been vacated by the 
courts - on the grounds that the 
FCC lacked the proper author¬ 
ity. Sure enough, in January 2014, 
the court ruled that while the FCC 
had general authority to regulate 
Internet traffic, it couldn’t impose 
tougher common-carrier regula¬ 
tion without labeling the service 
providers common carriers. 

Is it any wonder that Tom Wheeler, 
who succeeded Genachowski as 
chairman of the FCC, announced 
this week that he was proposing 
to reclassify broadband Internet 
services as telecommunications 
services? What choice did Wheel¬ 
er have? “Title II is just a tool to get 
enforceable rules to protect end 
users,” said Michael Beckerman, 
president of the Internet Associa¬ 
tion, a trade group consisting of 
big Internet companies. Given 
the prior court decisions, that is re¬ 
ally the only tool the government 
had left. 


Is it truly necessary to have gov¬ 
ernment-mandated rules to en¬ 
sure net neutrality? Yes. One ar¬ 
gument made by opponents of 
Title II classification is that we es¬ 
sentially have had net neutrality 
all along, so why does the gov¬ 
ernment need to get involved? 
“There is no market for paid pri¬ 
oritization,” said Berin Szoka, the 
president of TechFreedom, which 
vehemently opposes the reclas¬ 
sification. 

But this is not necessarily because 
of the workings of the market. For 
starters, the fastest broadband 
providers are mostly cable com¬ 
panies, which are quasi monopo¬ 
lies. As part of its deal in buying 
NBCUniversal, Comcast agreed 
to Genachowski’s net neutrality 
rules until 2018, regardless of the 
eventual court decision. 

But who’s to say what will hap¬ 
pen after that? A good dose of 
competition might help, but other 
than Google Fiber - which only ex¬ 
ists at this point in three cities - it 
is hard to see where that is going 
to come from. The way things are 
now, most people only have two 
options: their cable company or 
their phone company. That’s not 
enough. 

Indeed, a persuasive argument 
can be made that the previous 
attempts to create net-neutrality 
rules played an important role in 
preventing the broadband pro¬ 
viders from, say, creating Internet 
fast lanes. After all, it took more 
than three years from the time 
Genachowski proposed the new 
net-neutrality rules to the time 
the court of appeals struck them 
down. Between those rules and 
the Comcast agreement, net 
neutrality was essentially govern¬ 
ment-mandated. 

Another objection the broad¬ 
band providers make is that the 
1934 Communications Act is 
hardly the right vehicle to regu¬ 
late the modern Internet. To allay 
these fears, Wheeler has said he 
would “forebear” those old regu¬ 
lations - such as price regulation - 
that don’t make sense for our era. 
But, opponents argue, what is to 
prevent a future FCC chairman 
from imposing price regulation? 
Surely, though, the same can be 
asked of the broadband provid¬ 
ers: What is to prevent them from 
someday violating net neutrality if 
there are no rules of the road? This 
strikes me as by far the more cred¬ 
ible worry. 

How to classify Internet services 
shouldn’t even be a question, 
and it wasn’t before 2002. That’s 
when Michael Powell, who was 
then the FCC chairman - and is 
now the chief lobbyist for the ca¬ 
ble industry - decided he wanted 
Internet services to be classified 
as an information service. He es¬ 
sentially commanded the FCC 
to come up with a rationale for 
doing so, said Barbara Cherry, a 
professor at Indiana University, 
Bloomington, and a former FCC 
staff member. What Wheeler is 
doing is not a radical step, she 
said. “They were classified as 
telecommunications services be¬ 
cause they were telecommuni¬ 
cations services. 

“Classifying them as information 
services exclusively,” she added, 
“was the real radical decision.”□

President Barack Obama, like 
many well-read inhabitants of 
public life, is a professed ad¬ 
mirer of Reinhold Niebuhr, the 
famous mid-20th-century Protes¬ 
tant theologian. And more than 
most presidents, he has tried to 
incorporate one of Niebuhr’s in¬ 
sights into his public rhetoric: the 
idea that no society is innocent, 
and that Americans in particular 
need to put aside illusions about 
our own alleged perfection. 

The latest instance came at 
last week’s National Prayer 
Breakfast, when the president, 
while condemning the religious 
violence perpetrated by the Is¬ 
lamic State, urged Westerners 
not to “get on our high horse,” 
because such violence is part 
of our own past, as well: “During 
the Crusades and the Inquisi¬ 
tion, people committed terrible 
deeds in the name of Christ. In 
our home country, slavery and 
Jim Crow all too often was justi¬ 
fied in the name of Christ.” 

These comments were not well 
received by the president’s crit¬ 
ics - as, indeed, his Niebuhrian 
forays rarely are. In the past, 
it’s been neoconservatives tak¬ 
ing exception when Obama 
goes abroad and talks about 
our Cold War-era sins. This time, 
it was conservative Christians 
complaining that the president 
was reaching back 500 or 1,000 
years to play at moral equiva¬ 
lence with people butchering 
their way across the Middle East. 
From a Niebuhrian perspective, 
such complaints are to be ex¬ 
pected. “All men,” the theolo¬ 
gian wrote, like to “obscure the 


morally ambiguous element in 
their political cause by invest¬ 
ing it with religious sanctity.” No¬ 
body likes to have those ambi¬ 
guities brought to light; nobody 
likes to have the sanctity of his 
own cause or church or country 
undercut. 

So the president probably re¬ 
gards his critics’ griping as a 
sign that he’s telling necessary 
truths. Indeed, sometimes he is. 
Certainly the sweeping Wilso¬ 
nian rhetoric of George W. Bush 
cried out for a corrective, and 
Obama’s disenchanted view of 
America’s role in the world con¬ 
tains more wisdom than his Re¬ 
publican critics acknowledge. 
But the limits of his Niebuhrian 
style have also grown apparent. 
The first problem is that presi¬ 
dents are not historians or theo¬ 
logians, and in political rhetoric 
it’s hard to escape from over¬ 
simplification. You can introduce 
the Crusades to complicate a 
lazy “Islam violent, Christianity 
peaceful” binary, but then a lot 
of Christians are going to hear an 
implied equivalence between 
the Islamic State’s reign of terror 
and the incredibly complicated 
multicentury story of medieval 
Christendom’s conflict with Islam 
... and so all you’ve really done 
is put a pointless fight about 
Christian history on the table. 
To be persuasive, a reckoning 
with history’s complexities has to 
actually reckon with them, and 
a tossed-off Godfrey of Bouillon 
reference just pits a new straw 
man against the one you think 
you’re knocking down. 

The second problem is that 
self-criticism doesn’t necessar¬ 
ily serve the cause of foreign 
policy outreach quite as well as 
Obama once seemed to believe 
it would. Early in his administra¬ 
tion, especially around his 2009 
speech in Cairo, there was a 
sense that showing Muslims that 
a U.S. president understood their 
grievances would help expand 
our country’s options in the Mid¬ 
dle East. But no obvious foreign 
policy benefit emerged, and 
since then Obama’s displays of 


public angst over, say, drone 
strikes have mostly seemed like 
an exercise in self-justification, in¬ 
tended for an audience of one. 
(Meanwhile, our actual enemies 
can pocket his rhetorical con¬ 
cessions: The alleged relevance 
of the Crusades to modern 
politics, for instance, has long 
been one of al-Qaida’s favorite 
tropes.) 

A third problem is that Obama 
is not just a Niebuhrian; he’s also 
a partisan and a progressive, 
which means that he, too, invests 
causes with sanctity, talks about 
history having “sides,” and (like 
any politician) regards his oppo¬ 
nents as much more imperfect 
and fallen than his own ideo¬ 
logical camp. This can leave the 
impression that his public wres¬ 
tling with history’s tragic side is 
somewhat cynical, mostly high¬ 
lighting crimes he doesn’t feel 
particularly implicated in (how 
much theological guilt does our 
liberal Protestant president really 
feel about the Inquisition?) and 
the sins of groups he disagrees 
with anyway (Republican Cold 
Warriors, the religious right, white 
conservative Southerners). 

Here a counterexample is useful: 
The most Niebuhrian presidential 
speech in modern U.S. history 
was probably Dwight Eisenhow¬ 
er’s farewell address, in which he 
warned against the dangers of 
“the military-industrial complex” 
and “a scientific-technological 
elite.” It was powerful precisely 
because Eisenhower was criti¬ 
cizing his own party’s perennial 
temptations, acknowledging 
some of his own policies’ poten¬ 
tial downsides (he had just creat¬ 
ed NASA and DARPA) and draw¬ 
ing on moral authority forged by 
his own military career. Obama 
was never going to have Ike’s 
authority, but he could still prof¬ 
it from his example. The deep 
problem with his Niebuhrian style 
isn’t that it’s too disenchanted 
or insufficiently pro-American. 
It’s that too often it offers “self- 
criticism in which the president’s 
own party and worldview slip 
away untouched.Q

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Study: Cats, foxes behind Australia’s alarming extinctions

SYDNEY (AP) — Australia has always 
been unique, from its geographical 
isolation at the bottom of the Earth 
to its infamous bevy of venomous 
creatures. Now, scientists have un¬ 
covered another unique — and dis¬ 
turbing — facet of Australian life: the 
country’s mammals are going ex¬ 
tinct at an alarmingly high rate, due 
in large part to a couple of critters 
with voracious appetites. 

A study published by the Proceed¬ 
ings of the National Academy of Sci¬ 
ences on Monday shows that more 
than 10 percent of the land mam¬ 
mal species endemic to Australia 
have been wiped out since Euro¬ 
pean settlement. The main culprit? 
Cats and foxes brought to the conti¬ 
nent by those settlers. 

Australia’s extraordinary extinc¬ 
tion rate has long been a source of 
puzzlement. In the rest of the world, 
the extinction of various species is 
generally blamed on humans who 
have overhunted the animals or de¬ 
stroyed their habitat. But in sparsely 
populated Australia, much of the 
vast, desert interior remains virtually 
untouched by people. By global 
standards, it should be a paradisia¬ 
cal safe-haven for animals. 

A group of Australian scientists set 
out to pinpoint the scope of the ex¬ 
tinction problem and its cause by 
tracking the fate of all the country’s 
land and marine mammals since the 
first European settlers arrived in Aus¬ 
tralia in 1788. 

The researchers found that 11 per¬ 
cent of the 273 land mammal spe¬ 
cies endemic to Australia have gone 
extinct since European settlement 
and another 21 percent are con¬ 
sidered threatened. By comparison, 
just one North American native land 
mammal became extinct since Eu¬ 
ropean settlement — the sea mink, 
which was overhunted. Worldwide, 
around 1.5 percent of 5,500 mam¬ 
mal species are extinct. 

The researchers found that much of 
the Australian species’ decline co¬ 
incided with the introduction of two 
animals: the feral cat, which sailors 
brought to Australia on ships to keep 
the on-board rat populations at 
bay, and red foxes, brought to the 
continent for hunting. 


As it turned out, both species hunted 
a little too well. And they spread rap¬ 
idly. 

“We knew it was bad, but I think our 
tallies were much worse than previ¬ 
ously thought,” said one of the study’s 
authors, John Woinarski of Australia’s 
Charles Darwin University. “The fact 
that we’re losing such a large pro¬ 
portion of our species is a problem 
of international importance.” The 
scientists noted that seven species 
that were once widespread on the 
Australian mainland now live natu¬ 
rally only on islands that the cats and 
foxes have yet to colonize. They also 
discovered that unlike the rest of the 


world, where larger mammals are 
at the highest risk of extinction, the 
Australian mammals being killed off 
are small — perfectly “meal-sized” 
for their predators. 

Australia has a long and troubled 
history with introduced species. The 
most notorious is the cane toad, 
which was imported to the coun¬ 
try’s north in 1935 in a bid to control 
beetles on sugarcane plantations. 
The trouble was, the toads couldn’t 
jump high enough to eat the bee¬ 


tles, which live on top of cane stalks. 
The toads produce a highly toxic 
venom from glands in their skin that 
can kill would-be predators, and 
millions of them now threaten lo¬ 
cal species across the country. In 
the Australian study, the researches 
blamed the cane toad for the pop¬ 
ulation decline of the northern quoll, 
a carnivorous marsupial that preys 
on the amphibians. 

“You’d think Australia, with its rela¬ 
tively extensive area, with its rela¬ 
tively low population and relatively 
affluent society should be able to do 
conservation well,” Woinarski said. 
“But that’s not the case.” 


A separate culprit the scientists iden¬ 
tified behind the mammals’ extinc¬ 
tion rate is the changing way the na¬ 
tion’s fierce wildfires are managed. 
In years past, indigenous Australians 
regularly set small fires, which burned 
away dry brush that is perfect tinder 
for wildfires. But that practice is less 
common today. That means wild¬ 
fires tend to ignite more often and 
spread more widely, resulting in a 
loss of the mammals’ food sources 
and hiding places that protect them 


from cats and foxes. 

Stuart Pimm, a Duke University biolo¬ 
gist and global expert in present-day 
extinctions, said the study was both 
very comprehensive and very im¬ 
portant because it finally nails down 
the scope of Australia’s extinction 
problem and the reasons behind it. 
“Other than just the sheer awful 
news that Australia has lost so many 
of its species is the fact that it’s done 
it across areas that are very, very 
sparsely populated,” Pimm said. “It 
tells us that by being careless, partic¬ 
ularly with invasive species, that we 
can do an extraordinary amount of 
environmental harm even in places 


where there aren’t a lot of people.” 
Australia’s experience, he said, 
should serve as a warning to every¬ 
one. 

“There are parts of the world where 
invasive species have gone amok, 
and that tells us we need to be very 
careful not to bring in any more to 
do any more harm,” he said. 

“We need to be better stewards so 
that we can share these wonder¬ 
ful animals with our children and 
grandchildren.”□

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Sony 
and Marvel/Disney are fi¬ 
nally bringing Spider-Man 
and the Avengers back to¬ 
gether. 

The studios announced a 
deal late Monday night 
in which the next install¬ 
ment of Sony's $4 billion 
Spider-Man franchise will 
be co-produced by Marvel 
Studios head Kevin Feige 
along with Sony’s Amy Pas¬ 
cal for a July 28, 2017, re¬ 
lease.
